on the 3d, with La Fine, L’Aigrette, and La Diligente, to cruize a 
fortnight off Scilly. The Chevalier de Grimouard, who commanded 
her, did not ftrike till fhe had been for about an hour under the fire 
of our broad fide, within mufquet-fhot. From ‘the fhips being fo 
near each other, the few fhot fited by the frigate in the courfe of 
that time neceflarily took place, by which the Courageux-had 10 
men killed and 7 wounded, The foremaft, mizenmaft, and bowfprit, 
are damaged.

N the tenth, I wrote to His Excellency General Wafhington, from the 

High Rock Ford, onthe Haw-river, a copy of which 1 inclofed your 
Excellency, that I had-effected a Junétion with a continental regiment of 18 
months men, and two confiderable budies of militia belonging to Virginia 
and North Catolina. After this Jurétion, I took the refoltition of attacking 
the enemy, without lofs of time, and made the neceflary difpofition accord- 
ingly ; being perfuaded that if we were fucte(sful, it would prove ruinous 
té the enemy, and if otherwife, it would only prove a partial evil tous. . 

The army marched from the High Rock Ford on the 12th, andon the 
The enemy lay at the Quaker mecting-houfe on 
Déep-river, eight miles from our camp. On the morning of the fifteenth; 
our réconnoitring parties reported the enemy advancing on the great Salif- 
bury road. .The army was drawn up in three lines ; the front line was com- 
pofed of the North Carolina militia, under thé command of Genetals Butler 
and Eaton; the fecond line of Virginia militia, commanded by Generals 
Stevens and Lawfon, forming two brigades; the third line, confilting of two 
brigades, one of Virginia, and one of Maryland Continental troops, com- 
manded by General Huger and Col, Williams. Lieut, Col. Wafhington, 
with the dragoons of the Firft and Third regiments, a detachment of light 
infantry, compofed of Continental troops, and a regiment of riflemen under 
Colonel Lynch, formed a corps of obfervation for the fecutity of our right 
Aank.. Lieut. Col: Lee, with his legion, a detachmient of light infantry, and 
a corps of riflemen undet Colonel Campbell, formed a corps of obfervation 
for the fecutity of our left flank. hese ae 

The greater part of this country is a wildernefs;. with a few cleared ficlds 
inter{perfed hére and there, The army was draw up upon a large hill of 
eround, furrounded by other hills, the greater part of which was covered. 
with timber and thick underbrufh, ‘The front line was pofted, with two 
field pieces, jaft on the edge of the Woods, and the back of a tence which ran 
parallel with the line, with an open field dire¢tly in their front. The fecond 
line was in the woods, abotit’three hundred yards in the rear of the firft, 
and the Continental troops about three hundréd yards in the rear of the fecond, 
with a double front, as the hill drew to a point where they were potted ; 
and on theright and left were two old fields. In this pofition we waited 
the approdch of the enemy, having previoufly fent off the baggage to this 
place, appointed to rendezvous at In cafe of a defeat. Lieut. Col. Lee with 
his legion, his infantry, and part of his riflemen, met the enemy on their 
advance, and had a very. fevere fkirmifh with Lieut. Col. Tarleton, in 
which the enemy fuffered greatly. — Captain Armflrong charged the Britifh 
legion, and cut down near thirty of their dragoons; but as the enemy reine 
forced their advanced party, Lieut. Col. Lee was obliged to retire, and take 
his pofition in the line. 

The ation commenced by a cannonade which lafted about twenty 
minutes, when the enemy advanced in three colums; the Héflians on the 
tight, the guards in the center, and Lieut. Col. Webiter’s brigade on the left. 
The whole moved through the old fields to attack the North Carolina brigades, 


-who waited the attack until the enemy got within about oné Hundred and’ 


Yorty yards, when part of them began to fire, but a confiderable part left 
the ground without firing at all. The Generals and Field Officers "did ‘all 
they could to induce the men to ftand their ground ; but neither the advan- 
tages of the pofition nor any other confideration could induce them to flay. 
General Stevens and General Lawfon, and the Field officers of thoie brigades, 
were more fuccefsful in their exertions. The Virginia militia gave the 
enemy a warm reception, and kept up a heavy fire for a long time; but 
being beat back, the action became genera! almott every where. The corps 
of obfervation under. Wafhington and Lee were warmly engaged, and did 
great execution. Ina word, the conflict ‘was long and fevere; and the 
encmy only gained their point by fuperior difcipline. 

They having broken the fecond Maryland régiment and turned our left 
flank, and got in the rear of the Virginia brigade, and appearing to be 
gaining our right, which would have incircled the whole of the Continental 
troops, I thought it moft advifeable to order a retreat.- About this time, 
Lieut. Col. Wafhington made charge with the horfe upon a part of the brigade 
of guards; and the firft regiment of Marylanders, commanded by Colonel 
Gunby, and feconded by Lieut. Col. Howard, followed the horfe with their 
bayonets; near the whole of this party fell a facrifice. “General Huger was 
the laft that was engaged, and gave the enemy a check. . We retreated in 
good order to the Reedy Fork river, and crofled at the ford, about three miles 
from the field of aétion, and there halted, and drew up the troops, until we 
collected moft of our ftragglers, We loft our artillery and two ammunition 
waggons, the greater part of the horfes being killed before the retreat began, 
and it being impoflible to move the pieces but along the great road. After 
colicéting our ftragglers, we retired: to this camp ten miles diftant from 
Goilfurd, 

From the beft information I can get, the enemy’s lofs is very great, not lefs 
in killed and wounded than fix hundred men, befides fome few prifoners that 
we brought off,
